A  fho'-t  VliTVj  of  the  CharaHer  and  Writings  of  Af.  de  Voltair^-; 
in  fonie  Lett  as  from  an  Englijh  Gentleman  to  a  noble  Lord^ 

article  in  qiieftion,  which  Was  compofed  by  MonE 
f  dWleinbcrt*,  though  it  may  be  in  many  refpedts  ex¬ 
tremely  honourable  to  the  city  of  Geneva,  is  yet  highly  inju* 
rious  to  the  whole  body  of  its  clergy  ;  a  clergy,  whofe  fend- 
iiients,  n^oials,  and  tafle,  do  honour  to  their  profeflion.  In 
iiil>  ai  dclc,  their  moderation  is  reprefented  as  indifference, 
und  their  rational  manner  of  treating  the  fublime  myfteries 
aiiJ  ciociriiies  of  Chriflianity  as  Socinianifin,  nay,  as  a  kind  of 
Deifm;  and  that  by  whom?  by  M.  d’Alembert,  whofe  at- 
tjchinent  to  Chriflianity  is  more  than  doubtful,  notwithfland* 
hig  foine  mean  profefhons  he  has  lately  made  to  appeafe  a  bi* 
gotted  and  perfecuted  church,  in  the  lafl  edition  of  hb  Pbilo* 
fopbical  and  Literary  Mifcellany.  The  truth  of  the  matter  i^ 
there  is  at  prefeut  a  club  of  pretended  fages,  who  by  way  of 
eiiiluencc  call  thcmfelves  philofbphers,who  feem  to  have  form* 
r.jcv'i  a  f)rt  of  confederacy  againfl  the  caufe  of  Chriflianity, 
and  are  a  little  anxious  about  making  profelytes,  that  they 
may  acquire  weight  by  the  number  of  their  adherents.  For 
this  j^urpofe  they  pretend  to  have  fecret  as  well  as  open 
h  l'Mids,  and  are  willing  to  dye  with  the  colour  of  their  ie<^ 
rnanv  as  they  conveniently  can.  Voltaire,  who  in  genius^ 
and  in  abufe  of  genius,  in  exuberance  of  taleiit  and  want  of 
principle,  is  this  day  one  of  the  firfl  men  in  Europe,  is  juflly 
fifpected  to  be  one  of  thofe  pretended  philofbphers,  and  h^ 
h  thus  reprefented  in  the  letters  above-mentioned. 

Call  your  eye,  my  lord,  upon  JVIonfieur  de  Voltaue,  who 
is  looked  upon  as  the  Coryphaus  of  thefe  philofbphers  ;  or  ra¬ 
ther  permit  me  to  give  you  a  jufl,  though  general  idea  of  hts 
character  and  writings.  He  has  undoubtedly  been  enriched 
.bv  nature  with  a  very  conflderable  degree  of  genim  and  un* 
dcrllanding  ;  but  has  received  with  them  fuch  an  ungoverm 
able  imagination,  fuch  impetuous  paihons,  and  fttA  a  reftlcfe 
VoL.

*  By  this  article  is  xacaat  GiKita  ia  thf  EncylopadlAi 
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temper,  as  ha>Qe,  in  many  cafes,  deftroyed  tbelr  natural 
effecls,  and  pctvWcd  their  application  to  the  word  purpofes. 
His  principal  talent  is  jjoetry.  His  proft,  hbwever,  .is  highly 
and  judly  eCleetned^  and  is,  not  without  reaibn,  fuppofed  to 
^qual  his  poetic  ililc  in  elegance  and  facUity  ;  though  he  has 
been  reproached  by  fame  with  running  after  antithelis  and 
epigrammatical  points.  His  converfation  is  full  of  lively 
cf  mt,  and  rendered  interclling  by  a  great  number  of 
agreeable  anecdotes,  which  he  has  collected  from  a  long  in- 
tercourfe  with  perfms  of  the  iird  didiiu^lion.  All  this  is  pro¬ 
per  to  f4>rm  a  wit  ;  but  in  what  light  will  he  appear,  if  we 
^nfider  him  as  a  philofopher  ? 

The  period  in  which  he  firft  came  forth  to  public  view, 
.was  certainly  dangerous  to  unguarded  innocence  and  virtue. 
It  was  under  the  regency  of  Philip  Duke  of  Orleans,  a  pe¬ 
riod  of  luvary,  licentxoufnefs,  and  irrejigion,  in  which  an  E« 
"picurcanifm,  milch  worfe  than  that  of  Epicurus,  reigned,  and 
•gave  a  ton^  to  the  principles  and  planners  of  the  times,  that 
|lc  Voltaire  made  his  appearance  in  the  wotld.  It  was 
pretty  much  fuch  a  period  as  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  in  our 
Uland,  M’hen  courtiers  and  poets,  tired  of  the  bigotry,  hypo- 
crify,  and  fanaticifm,  th^t  had  extended  their  gloomy  reign 
during  the  republic,  ran  headlong  into  the  op  polite  extreme 
’of  atbcifm  and  fenfuality,  when  they  bad  got  a  libertine  mo^ 
'narch  at  their  head.  And  it  is  rpnar|cable  enough,  that  the 
religious  difputes  of  Janfenifts  and  Jcfiiits  in  France,  about 
the  conjlitutionj  were  followed  with  the  fame  in  France 

under  the  regency  of  Phitip,  that  lucceeded  the  debates  a- 
Tiout  Epifcopacy  and  Prelbyterianifm,  under  the  reign  of 
Charles.  Vlonfieur  Arrouet  (for  lb  Voltaire  was  originally 
named)  was  born,  in  the  midll  of  the  difptites  above-men  tinn¬ 
ed,  ol  parents  who  were  Janlenifts  ;  and  perceiving,  among 
the  difputants  on  both  lides,  much  animofity,  artifice,  and 
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tfrs  he  is  no  more  than  faperfkial.  Henrif^d/^^  THht  lAif

poetry  and  literature,  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  only  preteniions 
he  can  plead  to  the  charai^tatof  an  eminent  author  j  and  i%^ 
mutl  be  contefTcd,  that  thefe  pr9dm^ion.s  are  fiifiicient  m 
bliih  a  (hilling  reputation,  ISs  Ejby  Cfk  Jf9ti*oer/tf I 
though  it  contains  leveral  agre^hle  ao^dotesj  and  feme 
rious  relations,  is  yet  a  very  indtferoot  p^fertnance,  pre^hah# 
with  glaring  falfehoods  and  wUful  mifhrprefentations  of  iatlae^ 
of  which  an  attentive  reader  will  find  examples  in  every  page^ 
It  refembles  a  gallery  of  hiftorical  pi^res,  in  which  tbi 
painter  has  followed  more  the  cxcurfiras  of  his  ianty,  privatip 
lentinients,  and  particular  views,  than  the  didlates  of  nature^ 
or  ihcvtruth  of  things.  •  ^ 

It  is  more  particularly  obfcrvable,  that  tKh  pretended  hif 
ftorian  never  indulges  his  romantic  vein  with  greater  compla^ 
fance,  than  when  the  hiftory  of  religion^  or  the  affairs  of  - 
church,  comes  in  his  way  ;  nay,  he  often  goes  out  of  his  wayi^ 
ill  order  to  disfigure  them,  and  to  fet'Chriitianity  and'its  nw 
niiiers  in  a  ridiculous  or  odious  point  of  light*  his  phUoft^ 
phical  performances  are  generally ^acknowl^ged  to  be  fiipet^ 
€ial  and  inaccurate.  He  tried  his  talent  in  that  way  upon  th# 
philgfophy  of  Sir  Ifaac  Newton,  with  a  view  to  obtain  a  plaojp 
in  the  academy  of  fcienccs.  But  this  projeA  failed  j  fer  blf^ 
book  was  defpifed,  and  he  was  dented  admiffion  into  tha0 
learned  body.  The  vivacity  of  his  fancy  renders  him  tneoni^ 
fiderate  and  imprudent  beyond  all  expreffion.  Were ’hi?  r^d^i 
ly  the  author  of  that  impious,  obfeene,  and  cynical  poetfi,-me 
filled  the  Mitid  of  Orleans^  this  itiuil  be  fufficient  to  renddlC 
bim  infamous  in  the  opinion  of  all  fucb  as  have  any  fenfe  00 
decency  left ;  but  he  has  denied  that  the  impieties  that 
honour  this  work  flowed  from  his  pen.  He  is  alwiys  talkht|^ 
of  reafbn,  humanity,  forbearance  and  naildnefi  :  he 
hiuenting  the  indecent  quarrels  and  ailimofities  that  pfevaSt' 
niiicli  among  m^  of  learning  ;  and  perh^s  no-man  lltdtigp 
a^ts  more  in  oppofition  to  thofe’ pompous  prowflions.  '  lUchaS: 
compofed  an  agreeable  and  witty  copter  concerning  printed 
Lies,  and  no  author  certainly  has  printed  more  than  hilii^^ 
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On  the  virtue  0/ Temperance;  from  the  French. 

Of  Chajlity. 

WE  ought  not  to  confound,  as  is  frequently  done,  conti. 

nence  with  chaftity.  1  he  abufe  of  terms  draws  after 
it  a  confufion  of  ideas.  As  one  perlbn  maybe  challe  without 
tying  bimfelf  down  to  continence  ;  fo  another  may  impofe 
<ontinence  on  himfelf  as  a  law,  and  yet  not  be  cliafte.  The 
thought  alone  is  enough  to  fully  thallity ;  but  it  is  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  make  a  breach  of  continency.  Every  one,  \vithoiit  ex¬ 
ception  of  time,  age,  fex,  or  quality,  is  obliged  to  be  chade  i 
but  no  one  is  obliged  to  be  continent. 

Continence  conlills  in  abflaining  from  the  plcahires  of  love; 
challity  in  not  enjoying  thofe  pleafures,  but  as  far  as,  and  in 
the  manner,  the  law  of  nature  permits.  ContinciiGe,  though 
voluntary',  is  of  no  value  in  itfelf;  and  can  acquire  none  but 
inafinuch  as  it  contributes  to  the  practice  of  virtue,  or  to  the 
execution  of  fome  generous  dcfign :  except  in  thefe  cafes,  it 
frequently  merits  more  cenfure  than  praife. 

Whofoever  is  fo  formed  as  to  be  able  to  propagate  his  fpe* 
cics,  has  a  right,  and  ought  to  do  it.  This  is  nature’s  voice; 
a  voice  meriting  much  more  regard  than  the  human  inilitu- 
lions  which  feem  to  contradict  it.  I  know  of  no  reafon  oblig¬ 
ing  any  man  to  perpetual  continency;  the  moll  we  can  allow, 
is,  that  fome  realoiis  may  render  it  necelTary  for  a  time. 

Every  man  has  a  right,  by  the  law  of  nature,  to  difpofe  of 
hi  s  own  property.  And  yet  it  is  doing  no  injulUce  to  a  minor, 
to  a  prodigal  perlon,  or  to  a  madman,  to  deprive  them  of  the 
cxercife  of  this  right,  which  they  would  infallibly  abufe.  In 
like  manner,  though  the  commerce  of  one  fex  with  the  other, 
is  lawful  for  mankind,  yet  fome  circunillances  may  occur,  .in 
which  it  will  be  more  advantageous  to  them  to  be  deprived^ 
of  this  commerce  for  the  fake  of  a  greater  good.  « 

•  It  is  juft,  for  example,  that  a  child  who  is  not  yet  arrived. 
Uo  the  years  ol  dilrreiion,  fliould  not  be  at  liberty  to  tie  bini- 
fclf  in  the  indi(!()luble  bands  of  wedlock,  without  the  confent 
of  his  j)arf  nts.  On  the  contrary,  it  would  be  a  moft  Oiocking: 
inhumanity  to  abandon  him  to  the  inconlideratenefs  and  te¬ 
merity,  fo  ordinary  in  that  age,  when  he  is  to  determine  bf 
marriage  the  happinefs  or  mifery  of  his  whole  life.  His  na¬ 
tural  guardians  may,  without  encroaching  on  his  rights,  hinder 
him  from  engaging  in  this  Hate,  or  annul  his  engagement,  if 
they  think  it  unworthy  of  him,  or  made  at  leaft  with  preci¬ 
pitation.  Now  contiueuce  is  a  duty  in  relpcct  to  him,  until

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he  is  TTlirrie  J.  It  is  to  be  undcrftood  however,  that  parentis 
o’l  ihcir  iide  ought  to  provide  for  the  fettlement  of  their  chil* 
(Iren,  or  at  lealt  to  give  their  confent  when  they  find  a  pn>- 

per  match.  •  ^  ^  - 

\s  the  adventure  of  Proxenes  and  Cloris  his  daughter,  has 
iiiHflt  foo^e  noife  in  the  world,  it  will  be  no  (lander  to  rehde’ 
it.  Clori:,  under  the  tuition  of  an  avaritious  father^  with  pa«* 
titnte  waited  for  her  guardian’s  religning  her  mothePs  for- 
i.iiie  iuto  her  hands;  when  the  amiable  Chariton,  by  his 
Uiulcr  ai fid aoiis  care,  gained  the  pupil’s  heart.  His  fortune* 
ainl  rank  were  fiich,as  Proxenes  had  no  occafion  to  be  afbained** 
of  liini  for  a  fon-in-law.  The  propofal  was  made  to  himp 
and  Proxenes  refufed  it.  He  did  not  declare  the  motive  of  his 
rcfitiVi,  but  it  w  as  eafily  conjeeftured.  The  invincible  repug-, 
nance  tie  had  to  fettling  accounts,  decided,  the  point  in  the 
Ilf  i;ative.  He  delired  Chariton  to  defift  from  making  any  far¬ 
ther  addrclfes  to  his  daughter.  This  prohibition,  according 
to  culioin,  contributed  only  to  inflame  the.paflion  of  the  young' 
lovers;  wherefore  they  both  agreed  to  take  the  method-*" 
which  to  them  appeared  moft  eflectual,  to  extort  the  fathePs' 
confent.  They  were  miflaken :  this  agreeable  expedient^* 
whicli  manv  young  lovers  have  effectually  tried,  did  not 
futteed  with  Proxenes.  Though  he  was  fenfible  that  the' 
i;*i:ominy  of  his  daughter  muft  fall  upon  himfelf,  he  broke 
out  noiwitbllanding  into  furious  tranfporls;  and,  not  fatisfied' 
v.  irh  leproaches,  he  conflgned  himfelf  to  the  infamous  horror 
ot  thofe  luguhrous  retreats,  which  are  confecrated  to  repen* 
lance  and  tears. 

I'o  which  of  the  three  actors  of  this  fcandalous  (cenc  (hall* 
we  impale  the  blame?  To  ail  three,  without  doubt.  A  le-* 
vere  and  unjufl  father,  a  lover  who  fcduces  his  miftrefi,  and  a 
tlaiightcr  who  contemns  paternal  authority,  arc  three  culpable 

perfons. 

Rut  does  the  law  of  nature,  you  ivUl  ajk  nif^  that  law* 
whofe  excellency  is  fo  much  cried  up,  require  for  the  unknir' 
t-'f  two  lover?,  all  that  vain  apparatus  of  difagreeable  ceremo- 
liies  to  which  they  are  ufually  fubjec^ted?’* 

Not  at  all;  it  requires  only  the  free  confent  of  both  parties; 
their  union  then  is  authorized  by  heaven,  if  nothing  elfi? 
t>Ppores  it.  But  the  fimplicity  of  this  good  natural  law,  haS 
not  deprived  our  legiflation  of  the  power  of  regulating  by 
['ofitive  laws  the  folcmnitics  of  marriages.  •  Xhefe  pofitive 
hw  s  are  refpectable  aud  obligatory,  when  they  do  not  contra- 

the  law'  of  nature,  but  ferve  only  to  illuflrate  it  by  way 
^  and  interpretation.  They  oblige  indeed  no  further* 
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than  as  civil  laws;  yet  the  ci^^l  laws  extend  their  force  to  all 
the  members  of  the  (late. 

Ncceflary  it  was  for  the  good  order  of  loriety,  that  mar- 
liage  ilvjuld  be  an  engagement  for  life  ;  and  nature  itfclf 
I’eems  to  have  made  it  a  precept.  The  cvmtiniial  obligation 
it  imp  >fes  on  married  people  of  loving  one  another,  indicates 
it .  iuiention  ia  rcfpect  to  the  coiiiinuance  of  that  tie :  it  is 
not  natural  to  quit  a  fpoufe  we  love.  *  And  of  this  we  have  a 
new  proof  ill  the  fervkes  which  nature  requires  we  fhould 
Tender  to  our  children.  To  thete  the  aiiiftancc  of  father  and 
mother  is  equally  necclTary  ;  an  alliftance  whicii  would  cer 
tainlv  be  v/aiiting,  were  marriage  no  more  than  a  traniitory 
engagoineiit.  Ii  is  from  conjugal  love,  in  which  felt-love  has 
alf>  a  lliarc,  that  paternal,  or  maternal  tendeinefs,  derives  itj 
force.  Now  ihofc  pclitive  laws  which  dctciniinc  the  folcm- 
uiiies  of  marriage,  have  feconded  hy  this  means  the  int^t  of 
the  law  of  nature  in  rerpect  to  its  perpetuity  ;  by  rendering 
it  more  authentic,  they  have  rendered  it  more  diltjcult  at  the 
lame  lime  to  dilfolvc.  A  fccrct  and  ftolen  engagement  might 
be  eahly  broken:  but  when  it  is  contracted  in  the  prcfence  of 
credible  itnelfes,  cemented  by  paternal  authority,  eflablihied 
by  the  laws  of  the  Hale,  and  toiifccrated  by  religion ;  how  grea® 
an  aeceliion  of  force  docs  not  this  produce? 

Tar  be  it  iVoni  me  however  to  cenfiire  thofc  nations  among 
whom  divorce  is  permitted,  cr  to  acciife  them  of  violating  by 
this  jH'rmidlon  the  law  of  nature.  It  is  not  violating  a  law, 
to  reliraiu  it  by  reafoiiable  iiiodillcalions  ;  even  jullice  itfclf  by 
exielllve  rigour  bcctimcs  unjuil.  J>irpenfations  and  exceptions, 
if  they  b.e  not  too  frequent,  far  from  fiibverting  a  law,  contri 
hiitc  rather  to  ihcngthen  it:  it  ‘Vould  be  endeavouring  to  a 
boiilh  it,  to  extend  it  to  cafes  in  which  it  is  impracticable 
Now  it  may  poilibly  bappeu,  and  often  indeed  it  does  hap 
pen,  tiiat  an  incomnaiilnlity  of  tempers  produces  an  impolfibi 
lity  of  harmony  between  married  people.  In  that  cafe,  even 
the  moll  ft  r‘.ipuh)us  nations,  permit  a  kind  of  rupture,  which 
they  call  leparaiion  of  the  body  ;  it  does  not  break,  fay  they 
the  bond  »)f  maniage;  it  only  bereaves  the  married  couple  of 
all  the  fweeis  of  a  con  jugal  life.  But  this  is  the  very  incon- 
veniency  with  which  it  is  reproached.  If  Pamphilus  is  grutfi* 
clow  nilii,  fierce,  and  paliionate,  is  this  a  reafon  that  the  dif^) 
C'onfol ate  S apboniiha,  feparated  from  lo  worthlefs  a  huAiaiid^ 
ftioiild  hear  the  whole  )>ain,  which  he  alone  deferves  tofufler? 
Is  llie  unworthy  of  any  one  elfe,  hecaule  he  is  iindeferving  of*, 
her?  'rot)brige  her  lopir.e  away  in  a  Hate  of  uncomfortable  ce-* 
Vfbacy,  a  Hate  iiihnitel}  mure  difagreeablc  than  the  moH  help* 
ltdii'wido.vh'jcd,  is  compelling  her  lo  dcllre  the  death  of  the 

author 
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jiiilior  of  her  pain,  whom  Ihe  had  already^ot  rid  of  by  meana 

cfauivorce. 

I'he  members  or  the  human  body  aredengned  to  be  united 
to  it  as  long  as  it  lives.  And  yet  this  union^  though  natuiall^r 
ill  ^Ittciubie,  dees  rot  hinder  us  from  cutting  off  gangrened  or 
jiiortilied  iiien»bers.  So  without  making  of  marriage  a  tranfiv 
U)iv  eirav,  thole  who  have  been  unequally  joined,  ought  to  be 
ulil'iiiraged  uiethinks  in  cafes  of  extremity,  from  the  fatal 
knot  W  uhich  they  are  tied. 

Thii  al.fdiite  indilTolubility  of  wedlock,  which  in  (bme 
parts  of  the  world  has  been  made  a  point  of  confcience,  fc- 
cures  (»!iiy  its  duration :  but  far  from  engaging  married  folks 
ta  perfn  ill  their  leciprocal  duties,  it  contributes  perhaps  more 
ih^ii  any  (ither  caufe  to  their  infidelity.  Difpleafed  with  one 
another,  and  feeing  the  evil  paft  all  remedy,  they  think  only 
ii  )vv  to  pahiate  it ;  and  to  foften  their  fuflferines,  they  ftrivc 
to  cafe  tlicmfelves,  one  in  the  arms  of  a  miftrels,  the  other  in 
thole  (;f  her  gallant.  Jt  is  to  this  fame  caufe  without  doubt. 
Me  uiuit  attribute  that  clandcftine  commerce,  called  concu* 
Limgc.  People  are  '  afraid  to  bind  themfclves  with  knots 
neici*  to  be  untied. 

Ten  years  have  Hermogenes  and  Junla,  without  the  con- 
ft  aint  oh  wedlock,  lived  together  as  man  and  wife, unconfined 
by  any  -nlier  bonds  than  thofe  of  conftant  love.  As  they  arc 
ulaniiecl  with  the  pollibility  of  a  rupture,  they  are  always  u-' 
pja  their  guard  ;  he  is  afraid  of  difpleafing  Junia,  fhe  of  of- 
trnulng  Hermogenes;  and  from  this  apprehenfion,  tempered 
the  fveet  aHiirance  of  being  loved,  a  mutual  regard  and 
toinphifance  arifes,  the  per|>etual  aliment  of  the  tender  flame 
with  which  they  burn.  Free  to  part  w  hen  they  pleafe,  they 
bteome  tliereby  more  united.  Nothing  that,  is  voluntary  is 
but  pleafuie  itfelf  is  troublefome  w  hen  it  becomes  a

But  in  our  days,  the  civil  power  in  almofl  all  nations,  has 
out  of  political  confiuerations  annexed  a  ncue  of  infamy  M 
thofc  mar*  iages,  which  llains  the  married  pair,  and  refletfts 
difgrace  on  the  children.  Now,  if  you  join  etleem  to  love, 
liorv  could  you  propofe  to  the  beauty  w  ho  infpirCvS  you,  an 
unhui  dilhonouring  lier?  I  low,  if  you  have  any  regard  for 
yourfclf  in  your  poflerity,  could  you  confent  to  give  fuch 
children  to  your  country  as  fhe  defpifes  a!id  difowns;  the  fad 
outrafls  of  f)ciety,  w'hom  an  unjufl  prevention  will  render  c- 
ternallv  anfwerahle  for  the  pretended  fin  of  their  father? 

Cat  how  much  more  criminal  are  thofe  incoullant  volup¬ 
tuaries,  who  love  only  for  the  fake  of  enjoyment,-  and  no 
lo  nger  than  they  have  enjoyed?  who  like  to  heads,  alter  they 
liave  fttislied  their  brutal  pailion,  take  no  farther  notice  of 
the  object  which  concuiTod  to  their  pleafure,  or  of  the  fruit 
from  thence  proceeding?

No\v,  is  there  any  pi-oporlion  between  factitious  crimes, 
wbofe  origin  is  entirely  owing  to  arbitrary  regulations,  and 
thofe  formal  contraventions  of  the  ]uire  indinct  of  nature, 
w  hich  are  included  in  adultery  ?  To  the  excefs  of  inconti- 
nency  and  lubricity,  which  it  implies  in  common  with  other 
vices  contrary  to  challity,  it  adds  injudice,  perjury,  and  per- 
fidy.

1  liojgh  I  do  not  think  your  Magazine  a  proper  place  fdt 
TilIi  tontroverfy  ;  allow  me,  however,  to  fay  a  few  tiling 
toiiccTiiliig  tliis.fijbjeCl.  It  has  hitherto  been  the  dotftrine  ttf 
the  reformed  churches,  according  to  the  feripture,  that  no 
can  convert  himfelf,  or  come  to  fincere  repentance,  vvith- 
a  (jiecial,  immediate  and  efficacious  influence  of  'Ood^s 
i;i*’ce  and  (pirit,  difpofing,  enabling,  and  determining  hint 
tiiereio  ;  and  that  God  aCts  in  difpenfing  this  grace,  according 
to  the  coiiiifel  of  his  own.will ;  not  for  any  diftinguifiiing  good 
Cj  laliiics,  or  merits  of  men  ;  or  for  reafons  that  are  within  bur 
reacli.  It  were  extremely  bold  for.  any' to  fay,  that  it  were 
i’lconiiftcnt  with  his  eflential  goodnefs,  not  to  beftow*thi$ 
grace  upon  any  moral  agent,  that  hath  incurred  guilt  and  ‘de¬ 
pravation  :  Nor  can  any  good  argument  be  brought  to  prove 
it  iiiconfiftent  with  his  goodnefs,  if  he  doth  not  beftow  this 
grace  upon  all  the  guilty  and  fallen  race  of  Adam*.  T  he  pro- 
J)cr  place  niuft  be  left  to  the  fovereignty  and  wifdcm  of 
God  in  this  matter.  Now,  if  in ‘the  right  of  his  fovereignty, 
nccording  to  his  infinite  wildom,  and  confiftently  with  his  tC> 
fential  goodnefs,  he  may  thus  dilpenle  his  laving  grace  ^to 
Y-’hoin  lie  pleafes  fix  time,  there  can  be  no  abfurdicy  in  lUppo- 
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fine;,  that  he  hath  thus  decreed  and  predertinaied  concerning 
«verv  man  before  time  commenced. 

Would  Dr  Haru'ood  deny  to  God  hU  infinite  vvifdom, 
knowledge  and  prcfcience.  I  fiippofe  not.  Then  God’s 
foreknow le'lge  of  twery  man’s  condition,  bc)iaviour  and  couife, 
and  of  the  iihie  thereof,  mud  be  allorved  to  be  infallibly  ccr.

Former  preachers  of 
I'diridiau  fdtli,  hv  urging  their  gofpel  on  ail  men,  were  char¬ 
ged  vvlth  dlUiirhirg  the  world,  and  turning  it  upfidc  do>Mi ; 
and  brviiight  in  their  own  way  tribal ition,  didrefs,  perfecution, 
famine,  n.ikedncis,  peril  and  fword.  There  is  no  need  of 
tid'i.  Let  you  Pagans  worl'iip  your  fevcral  divinitic.s  ;  you 
iM  »{uiinniedans  coniiiuK  your  regard  for  your  prophet,  and 
for  the  rites  and  in.inner  of  worihip  he  has  preferibed  ;  you 
i'  lpiil'  adore  tl;e  hoH,  worihip  faints  and  angels,  crucifixes 
and  rrli.pies,  and  prol'raie  yourfclvcs  before  images.  But  let 
us  all  nniu*  in  one  fit  e  and  f»fc  way  of  religion,  confiflent 
with  .ill  \  vaiiiniN  fnls  ol  f.iith  and  modes  of  worfhip.

( iile  of llile  upon  Cicero;  and  treated  the  commentaries  of 
Cl.t  fir  wiih  an  extraordinary  air  of  contempt,  when  I  com* 
I'iircil  t'.iciu  with  the  moft  frothy  tlourilhes  of  that  ever* 
.10  )iiiK'i»ig  urator. 

I  imt  learnt  to  confider,  that  there  is  a  difference  in  the  . 
(  f  eet  .  f  ilu*  fune  words,  when  they  are  fpoke,  and  w  hen  they 
:’!c*  wi  liuii.  When  w  e  fee  and  hear  a  powerful  orator, our  leai 
f  :!i  is  hcii  iyed,  and  dazailed,  by  the  interpofition  of  our  feiifesi 
1  he  iirace  and  majefty  of  his  perfon;  the  never-refting.varie* 
to!  hi^  :  .Dii  )n ;  the  a])triefs  of  his  looks,  andgefture;  the 
li’v*  '’ul  fall  of  his  voice,  infmuating,  foftening,  accufing,  re. 

uigiiig,  impreliiiig,  and  enforcing,  with  a  gradation 
*1  I  1C  h  pa.Iious,  all  thefe  combine  to  charm  and  cheat 

r  ;  inn.  a 'Uiiraiion.  But,  w'hen  divefted  of  thefe  prejudices, 
enniu  lo  read  with  a  fleady  judgment,  what*  we  heard 
v*ii  1  lu  much  emotion,  the  cold  and  languid  oratory,  depends 
i  j;  now  on  feufe,  and  w  anting  all  its  aid  of  cmphafis  and  ut. 
i  rame,  lies  lafielc fs  on  our  underftanding ;  and  repetition, 
aiul  change  of  lights,  are  found  to  fill  up  the  place  of  rich^ 
and  variet\  in  the  conception. 

One  of  the  firft,  w  ho  made  me  bold  enough  to  break  but  of 
Kninan  bondage,  and  refblve,  for  the  future,  to  think  all 
"<'ios  \vln<  h  give  a  difeourfe  no  progrefs  in  its  meaning,  ra. 
fur  Ivardens,  than  embroiders,  was  Montaigne,  where  he 
fi'cakiiig  of  authors.] 

“  As  to  Cicero/^  fays  this  free-fpirited  Frenchman,  to 
toiilcfs  the  truth  frankly,  his  way  of  wanting  appears  to  me 
'f  ry  ttiiiv)us.  His  prefaces,  definitions,- divilions,  and  etymo. 
I’gies,  take  up  the  greateft  part  of'  his  work.  There  is  life 
lulced,  and  noble  life!  hut  it  is  fmothered  in  the  drefiing, 
y  hen  I  have  fpent  an  honr  in  reading  him,  I  recollcbt  w  hat 
Ubltoucc  1  have  gathered  from  him  j  and  fuidj  for  the  moft 
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pnrt,  I  have  g^t  nothing  but  mnd:  ke;  is  not  yet  come  fit 
enough  to  be  entered  uj^^m  his  rea(bns;  No^v,  ihr  ivie,  ^m’Iui 
only  lie  fire  to  be  wife,  not  ekK]iient,  1  ^wouid  read  nothing  hut 
v/hat  is  to  the  piirpofc..  I  l^novv  Aveil  enough,  without  being 
told,  what  is  meant  by  death  and  pleafiire:  why  tiioTi  do  they 
give  ihejiifclves  the  trouble  of  aiiatoiniling  them?  1  am  IW 
rcalon  and’.argumcnt,.at  the  firli  datli^  and  would  he  iullruclci 
how  to  witlifland,  rather  than  talk  quaintly  of  my  paffions. 
I  am  for  charging  at  once  into  the  heart  of  there  doubt,  and 
i|ot  approaching  it,  by  way  of  liege,  with  logical  lines  and 
trenches.  The  lubjecls  of  Cicero  languhh,  by  his  delaying 
our  eijpcctation.  His  way  >vas  very  weii  for  tiiehar;  or  might 
<50,  perhaps,  for  the  pulpit;  and  fnice  *tls  fo  common  to  nod 
at  a  fermon,  men,  in  this  cafe,  might  have  leilure  to  take  a 
nap,  and  wake  a  epurter  of  an  hour  after  lime  enough  to  lind 
tiie  thread  ol  difeonrfe.  JVlen  may  fj>eak  in  this  inanncr  to 
chiKhen,  or  to  ignorant  .people ;  but  1  can  never  be  made,  att 
teniive,  by  an  author’s  elocution,  where  his  matter  15  too  weak 
Bo  hold  me.” 

•  l^efore  1  had  the  ♦ood  fortune  to  meet  with  this  ccufure 
{vvlut  h  carries  with  it  no  more  boldncfs  than  r?a{!>!i),  I  -hrd 
ventured  to  appear  in  print,  and  lent  fune  treaiifes  into  the 
World,  w  hich  I  have  neser  thought  o*l,  liciiu  tli.it  lime  fet* 
Ti  ^rd,  withoiit  hlidiiing  at  iiiv  tonicious  w c.il: lid's,  in  the  af* 
po  tation  of  a  11  lie,  ib  wordy,  ll;al  it  moves  iny  own  indigna¬ 
tion,  very  llrongly  againll  myfcll*,  for  wLati  have  fonutrJy 
cxnilidcred  as  no  fmali  part  of  my  meiit.  .  . 

If  my  own  wotks  were  of  importnr.cc  enough,  I  would  light 
them  up,  as  a  licacon  to  WMrn  others  »  f  liie  danger;  but, 
fir.ce  that  hcjnoiir  is  more  than  thev  dererve,  1  diiclaim  it 
with  due  modedy  ;  and  will  borrow  ;in  example,  of  like  iia< 
tine,  front  an  author  of  more  dignity.  .  . 

'fhe  gentleman  I  me.m,  is  a  reverend  ar.d  learned  profclTor: 
in  whofe  prefire  to  an  excellent  tranliaiion  of  \  irgil,  we  are 
told,,  after,  at  lead,  as  miuh  iniii  uchion  as  could  i  cafouably 
i.ive  been  expected,  that  he  h.is  not  yet  done  with  us:  fos 
iciiiicthing  more  dill  remains  behind.

The  hero  of  oar  ftoiy  (which  U  iiiiceiely  a  true  one),  was 
at  his  ll'idies,  iu  one  r^f  the  univerlitics  of  a  rieighbouring  na¬ 
tion,  when  the  late  rebcUion  broke  out,  and  alarmed  the  care 
of  the  go\*eininent.  He  was  young,  and  tieUgned  for  a  pilhr 
of  nis  mother  kitk.
